What Americans Have Done For One 


of Cnlm"* Dlrtlcat Cities. 


The city nf Santiago, long known as 


a breeder of pestilence and one of the 
dirtiest and most unhealthy places in 
dirty and unhealthy Cuba, has been in 
American hands only nbont two mouths 
and is now in a condition of cleanliness 
that New York might almost have en 
vied a few years ago. Under the system 
introduced by. General Wood, who, it, 
xnny be remembered, is a physician, San- 
tiago is divided into five sections, each 
one under the general supervision of a 
medical man, who has under him in- 
spectors of sewers, streets, houses and 
dispensaries i.ad a number of street 
cleaners. Five hundred cubic ynids of 
refuse are burned daily, disinfectants 
are distributed wherever they are need 
ed, and a heavy fine is imposed for un 
cleanliness or for any failure fo report 
unhealtbful conditions and deaths 


The results are shown in a decrease in 


the death rate withm a month from an 
average of 70 to one of 20 a day. Among 
the troops the principal diseases are ty- 
phoid, malarial and yellow fevers and 
dysentery 
The oases of yellow fever, 


several of which have been among the 
so called immnnes, are few in number, 
and the disease is of a very mild type. 
The mortality from malaria or dysentery 
is much greater than that from yellow 
fever. Now that the Spanish troops 
have all left for Spain it is hoped that 
yellow fever can be made still less dan- 
gezons through the continuance of Dr 
Wood's good work.—Medical Becord

Like "Paper Sparlnet Pope." 


The late Dr. John Hall's method of 


preparing bis sermons was peculiar to 
himself. It -was his habit to -write down 
everything he intended; to say in a kind 
of shorthand of his own devising, using 
abbreviations such as B for Bible and 
O for church, and wd and ahd for \vonld 
and should." He jotted down his 
thoughts, like " paper sparing Pope," on 
the backs of old envelopes or any other 
wraps that came ready to hand, prefer- 
ring them to sheets of paper because, in 
his own words, these scraps frequently 
suggested trains of thought to him and 
held a significance which he missed in 
formal sheets of paper. 


But he never took these manuscript 


bits into the pulpit with him. He 
preached without notes, using the 
thoughts, but not necessarily the exact 
words, that he had written in his study. 
For many years he used topreaoh twice 
on Sunday in his own church and often 
delivered, a third sermon or an address 
in another church in the evening.—New 
York Herald.

Many growing girls, especially those 


tall for their age, are inclined to stoop, 
and •well meaning persons often advo- 
cate the use of braces or shoulder straps 
us a means of correcting the tendency. 
The braces may force an upright car- 
riage, but they do not give the,wearer 
any means of maintaining it, since they 
prevent tbe exercise of those muscles 
which should be trained to produce an 
erect 
figure. 
Any exercise 
which 


strengthens the muscles of the back and 
shoulders will aid in correcting this de- 
fect. Old fashioned mothers used to 
dirll their stooping daughters to walk 
with a plate carried on their heads, and 
this is really a good practice. High pil- 
lows and very soft mattresses atSblamed 
as an aid in producing this defect, and 
without doubt a flat, rather hard bed, 
with low pillow, is preferable for grow- 
ing children. 
A stooping, awkward 


walk detracts so much from the appear- 
ance that there is every reason to avoic 
it, apart from the bad effect it exercises 
on the physical condition.—New York 
Ledger.

BANNA ALARMS THK 11KPUB1.1CANS 


Mark Hanca arrived in N«w York 


yesterday with an otniuous look on his 
face and alarming olei-tion figures in 
hie pocket. Hia flpures show that if 
more money is not contributed for the 
purpose of getting votes by the meth- 
Oia adopted in 1806, the silver forces 
will control the next House of Bepre- 
•antatiTeg. He says that iu 189C there 
were sixty Congressional districts in 
whloh gold men were elected by less 
than 600 plurality. This year there is 
a gnat deal of apathy, as was evidenced 
in Vermont and Maine, and that is bad 
for the party. One reason which Mr. 
Hanna assigns for this apathy is that 
the Federal otflcea are all distributed 
and men have not an object to work 
for. 


Mr. Hanna admits that the silver 


question la top-side-ap, and will figure 
in the November elections. The finan- 
cial plank of the Chicago platform has 
been accepted by all parties that are 
opposed to the gold standard, except 
in New York, Mew Jersey and Connec- 
ticut, where the Democrats iguoter! it. 
He fears the majority in the next 
House of .Representatives will stand on 
the Chicago financial plank and be 
dreads the consequences. 


Mr. Hannn, of coarse, wants money 


to defeat the will of the majority, and 
his appeal for aid to the money syndi- 
cate and monopolies will not be in 
vain. Hia campaign fund two years 
ago, considerable of which was contrib- 
uted 
by 
European 
gold 
brokers, 


amounted to $15,000,000, and be is 
passing the hat for another contribu- 
tion now to carry the elections in No- 
vember. 


There are three parties in Nevada, 


which profess to be opposed to Hauna- 
ism and all that it implies, who should 
be {united, as the expeiience of four 
years ago should have shown them the 
folly of dividing. 
Htracig-e to say one 


of these parties, which received great 
consideration from the silver party two 
years ago, is BOW, from the tone of its 
organs, much more intent on defeating 
the silver party than in crushing Han- 
uaiam. Toe real silver men of the 
State, whether classed HH silver men or 
Democrats, are aware of this, and in 
Waahoe and other counties, have patri- 
otically united to defeat the gold meu, 


gtricted by any qualification, educa- 
tional or otherwise. 


The Judicial system will not be dls- 


turbecl, bnt Judges will be appointed 
tor four years instead of six years, and 
the question of citizenship is to be re- 
ferred to the Department of State at 
Washington for final decision. 


The Congressional Committee sent 


to the Hawaiian Islands to ascertain 
the wants of the people and report a 
form of government best suited to 
their needs, consisted of Senators 
Morgan and Oullom and Representa- 
tive nitt. The Com mission upon its 
return declined to make public what 
it bad decided upon concerning the fu- 
ture government of the Territory. It 
appears, however, that the conclusions 
of the Commission were made known 
at Honolulu, and, according to the Star, 
are as above stated.

Geneial Miles made a speech in which 
he used plain and patriotic language 
Said he: 


The volunteer troops of the United 


States ia the war with Spain were as 
brave and as patriotic a body of sol- 
diers as ever took the field in any cam- 
paign the world has over seen. The 
battles they fought were won as gal- 
lantly as uny recorded in history. 
And yet the peril which our soldiers 
had most cause to dread was not bul- 
lets, but disease, which swept over our 
oampa and destroyed hundreds where 
bullets killed one. Our soldiers en- 
tered Into the fever-stricken camps as 
they went up the hill in the face of the 
enemy, with a courege and devotion 
that must open to them the glorious 
pages of history. 


"Those who say that these men sick- 


ened and died because they wished to; 
those who blame the soldiers and offi- 
cers of our army for the disease and 
death that devastated the camps and 
thinned the ranks; those who assert 
that our soldiers suffered 
through

HAWAII TKHItlTOHV. 


Tho Honolulu Star contains an ont- 


line of tho form of government de- 
cided upon for tho Hawaiian Islands by 
the Congressional Committee.

Islttnds will be called the Territory of 
Hawaii, and it will bo allowed one Rep- 
resentative in Congi eg?. This is differ- 
ent from the representation heretofore 
allowed Territorias, us they have only 
one delegate in Congress, and he ia not 
allowed to vote. 


Hawaii will have a Governor, wh.> is

It 
will have E Legislature, to enact local 
laws subject to the approval of Con- 
gress. There will be no change in the 
present form of the Legislature, ex- 
cept that tho property qualification of 
$1,600 in real estate or $3,000 in per- 
sonal property now required to make 
an elector eligible to vote for Senator, 
1* done away with, but an elector must 
have on annual income of $600 to be 
eligible to vote for a Senator of the 
Territory. For other officers than Sen- 
ator the franchise is free and nnre-

SENATOR JONSS INZJKBVIKWBD. 


Predict* » Gnat Silver Victory in 19OO 


aad Adroeatcs th«>:Betarn of Stewart 
to th» Senate. 
A representative of tbe Virginia 


port interviewed Senator Jones at bis 
residence in Gold Hill on tbe general 
aspect of the silver question in the 
East and on the local situation so far 
as regards the Senatorial election. 


With regard to tbe status of tbe 


silver question, Senator Jones said: 


"Everything points to a great victory 


(or silver in 1900. Despite the Indus- 
•rioua efforts of the goldbng press to 
convey the idea that the question is 
dead, silver continues tbe paramount 
issue throughout tbe land and I believe 
that we will win the election in 1900. 
the attention of the people with regard 
,o monetary conditions has been di- 
verted by the war, which baa occupied 
heir minds to tbe exclusion of every- 
;hing else. But in spite of this, as 
everyday affairs resume their place in 
,he attention of the public the money 
question comes once more to the front 
and will be the only iaane in 1900, leav- 
ng everything else out. 
"So far as the Republican party is 


concerned there is no pretense of being 
n favor of silver, except among the 
Republicans in Silver States. 
They 


iome out boldly in the Blast, and even 
nsist on discarding the St. Louis con- 
vention plank on silver, which at best 
was but a weak affair. Everyone who 
108 conversed with leading Bepubli- 
wns in the East ia aware that among 
hem there ia no friendship to silver; 
and that there ia no talk in favor of 
ilver among the members of that 
arty, except by the few who call them- 
elves Bepublicane, in Silver States. 


'I bave no harsh expression for gold 


men; what I want is for men to be sin- 
cere. There ia no pretense of friend- 
hip for silver any where eeet of tbe 
Missouri river; all Republicans are for 
gold, and it sounds a little curious to 
come here and listen to Republicans 
ttlking silver when ninety-nine one- 
mndredths of their party ia abao- 
ntely committed to the gold stand- 
ard." 


When asked for an expression of 


opinion as to the Senatorial problem, 
Senator Jones replied: 


"Senator Stewart has made an exoel- 


ent representative of the State. He 


always alert, always faithful, and 


his every instinct is with the common 
masses of the people. Tbe defeat of 
Senator Stewart at this time would be 
nterperted as a decline In silver senti- 
ment even in Nevada and would be an 
njury to the cause in tbe East. It 
would be taken up by the gold press 
and the argument would be put for- 
ward that the silver cause is dead 
rben those who watch over Us inter- 
ats are rejected in its very stronghold.

tiansferriug the sovereign power of the gov- 
ernment to issuo money to banking institu- 
tions: of contracting the circulating medium 
to the single gold standard, and of increasing 
taxation while contraction 10 diminishing the 
moans of payment. 


Our faitli in theloyalty. nbilityrand wise lead- 
ership of Willmm'J. Bryan ia undlminished, 
and wo predi.it for tho silver forces of the Uni- 
ted States, with 18 to 1 a* 1heir motto, and 
William J. Bryan as their standard bearer, an 
overwhelming victory in 1900. 
Wo invite the co-operation of the Republican 
party of Nevada who declared j.u their plat- 
form of May 20, J8 0, as follows,:

"We again reiterate our eteaSfast devotion 
to the cause of tho free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, and declare that inonr Judgment the 
restoration of tho true bimetallic standard of 
value as it existed previous to 1873, namely, at 
tho ratio of 1C to 1, is on absolute and indispen- 
sable requirement before tho financial system 
of our government will afford the people » 
value of stable circulating money sufficient to 
place the business of the ^country on a perma- 
nently prosperous basis." 
We indorse the action of Nevada's represen- 
tatives with respect to tariff and financial leg- 
islation; commending their patriotic support 
of the administration in time of war, whilst 
using all efforts to prevent tho issuance of 
bonds. 


"We say to tho Republican party of Nevada: 


Do not the boirlflcent results of the tariff sched- 
ules of the Dingley bill which affect Nevada, 
and which Nevada's Silver representatives se- 
cured, namely: wool, cattle, hides, cyanide, and 
borax, fall upon you as the rain falls upon the 
just and the unjust? And if so, in what man- 
ner could Republican Bepresontatives] have 
done more?

His pre-eminent knowl- 
edge of all financial questions has been used by 
him for the bon&fit of the wholo world, and his 
speeches in tho United States Senate upon the 
silver question have become the text book of 
those statesmen who aro devoted to the inter 
ests of the whole people.

Wo favor tho construction of the Nicaragua 


canal by the Government of the Unite 1 States 
of America as a polltical and commercial neces- 
sity. 
At the last session of Congress a law having 
been passed providing for tho settlement of 
tho indebtedness of the Central Pacific rail- 
road to the Government of tho United States, 
the terms of which require tho payment of tho 
entire debt, principal and interest, within ten 
years, with interest at the rate of S por cent 
per annum, and on failure to make such settle- 
ment within one year, the moi tgago lien of the 
United States to be at onco foreclosed, and the 
property sold to the highest bidder, we favor 
foreclosure according to tho terms of said Act 
in case its conditions regarding settlement are 
not complied with. 
Certain decisions of tho United States courts 
having shorn the Intor-Stato Commerce Com- 
mission of the authority and powers undoubt- 
edly intended to bo conferred upon it when 
originally enacted, wo favor such amendments 
to tho Act as will make it an effective protec- 
tion to tho people against discriminating 
tariffs. 
The heroism and valor of the American sol- 
dier and sailor have won additional laurels 
during the war with Spain.
